The Promotional Agency 

The only agency designed to promote the city’s interests 
and to work for the progressive development of Upland is 
the chamber of commerce. 

The eity council is the business agency for the muniecipal- 
ity. The school board manages the school system. The 
men’s and women’s service clubs and civie groups and 
Jodges are each coneerned with their own program of wel- 
fare activities and personal service. All of these agencies 
and organizations are vital and contribute much to the com- 
munity’s welfare. 

The chamber of ecommerce, as Upland’s promotional 
agency, needs the support of everyone. Much is to be done 
to keep Upland known among Southern California eommun- 
ities. A full program of promotional activities and ecom- 
munity service must be maintained. This can be done only 
if Upland residents and organizations give it the proper sup- 
port. The membership drive is now on.

The City License Law 

One of the knottiest problems in the Upland city gov- 
ernment is the business license situation. Business firms, 
professional men, contractors and wholesalers are charged 
an annual fee for the privilege of doing business. .The rate 
varies. Most firms pay #20 4 vear. Contractors are charged 
$30 annually and professional men pay $12. 

The fee is not a popular one. And some phases of the law 
appear to be unjust. Those persons who complain compare 
Upland’s business tax scale with similar charges in Ontario 
and Pomona. 

The contractors in Ontario are charged $6 a quarter. 
Wholesale distributing firms complain about the charge for 
the right of delivering merchandise to local stores. 

From time to time the city council has sought to adjust 
the rates, but when the fee is changed for one classification, 


firms in other classifications also seek adjustments, 
‘ . 
In any event, the rate probably 1s too high.

Mother Hubbard’s Cupboard 


Nations at war must tighten their belts. They must 
hoard wealth, conserve manpower, and apportion food with 
penny-pinching miserliness. 

The seven weeks’ old war in Europe has already begun 


its raids on family cupboards across the Atlantic, and the 
plight of Old Mother Hubbard in the story-book rhyme is 
no longer a joke, even for youngsters. 

Britain’s Food Minister announces all food will be ra- 
tioned in the near future, and on John Bull’s island, as in 
the country of the enemy, a ration card will became a pass- 
port to survival on slim war-time provender. 

In Germany, housewives already stand in line for such 
weekly Household rations, per person, as four ounces of mar- 
garine, an ounce of barley, corn, or oats, skimmed milk, and 
a pound of meat—for workingmen only. Eggs, butter and 
coffee are extremely limited and extremely costly. 

Even the cupboards of America’s average relief family 
would probably look like kingly fare to families of Europe 
beset by poverty, war, and searcity. America has the good 
fortune to possess an immensely fertile granary. More im- 
portant, America has not been content with the ‘‘old ways”’ 
but has warked ceaselessly to better her methods of produc- 
ing and distributing the wealth of this granary. Her pro- 
gress in scientific farming and mass distribution is a story of 
decreasing cost to consumers, increasing return to produc- 
ers, of the steady raising of general health and living stand- 
ards. : 
The big job of raising these standards to their potential 
level is not yet done. But as long as America holds fast to 
this goal, and works to reduce the dikes in our distributive 
system which hinder the natural flow of goods, the job will 
be completed. e 

Because of war and self-sufficiency problems, Europe’s 
people must tighten their belts. We have a sufficiency, and 
a different problem—to strengthen democracy by strength- 
ening our economic health!—California Progress Review.

Even 
‘though he may not have one dol- 
lar of net income, if his gross in- 
come is over $3,000 per annum, 
he must pay 3 per cent tax on all 
gross income over $3,000. 

This tax might easily take one- 
third, one-half, three-fourths or 
all his otherwise net income as 
there is no possible way for the 
farmer to pass this tax on to the 
consumer; while at the same time 
it is in the power of all other 
lines of business so to do. The 
farmer is the forgotten man, in 
this deal. 

If this measure carries, the 3 
per cent gross income tax  be- 
comes operative immediately, so 
the Ham and Eggers Say, and will 
stay put, unless later voted out 
by repeal of this amendment.
